As agreed to in The Protect Democracy Project v. U.S. Department of Homeland 
Security, et at.. Case No. 17-cv-2202, this is an interim to your Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA) request to U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP), on behalf of The 
Protect Democracy Project, in which you are seeking records pertaining to unaffiliated 
border enforcement groups in the Tuscon Sector including: Arizona Border Recon, 
Arizona Militia, Citizen Defenders, The Minutemen Project, Rusty’s Rangers, Texas 
Militia or Three Percent United Patriots. 

This production consists of 502 pages of records responsive to your request. CBP has 
determined that 269 pages are partially releasable, pursuant to Title 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6), 
(b)(7)(C), and (b)(7)(E), and 233 pages will be withheld in full pursuant to Title 5 U.S.C. 
§ 552 (b)(7)(E). 

Uploaded to your FOIAonline account and attached to this email are 269 pages with 
certain information withheld as described below: 

FOIA Exemption (b)(6) exempts from disclosure personnel or medical files and similar 
files the release of which would cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. This requires a balancing of the public’s right to disclosure against the 
individual’s right privacy. The types of documents and/or information that we have 
withheld may consist of birth certificates, naturalization certificates, driver license, social 
security numbers, home addresses, dates of birth, or various other documents and/or 
information belonging to a third party that are considered personal. The privacy interests 
of the individuals in the records you have requested outweigh any minimal public interest 
in disclosure of the information. Any private interest you may have in that information 
does not factor into the aforementioned balancing test. 



FOIA Exemption (b)(7)(C) protects records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes that could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. This exemption takes particular note of the strong interests 
of individuals, whether they are suspects, witnesses, or investigators, in not being 
unwarrantably associated with alleged criminal activity. That interest extends to persons 
who are not only the subjects of the investigation, but those who may have their privacy 
invaded by having their identities and information about them revealed in connection 
with an investigation. Based upon the traditional recognition of strong privacy interest in 
law enforcement records, categorical withholding of information that identifies third 
parties in law enforcement records is ordinarily appropriate. 

FOIA Exemption (b)(7)(E) protects records compiled for law enforcement purposes, the 
release of which would disclose techniques and/or procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk 
circumvention of the law. CBP has determined that disclosure could reasonably be 
expected to risk circumvention of the law.

The following information was just brought to my attention. I am providing this information to you 
for your awareness of this sensitive matter. DHS OIG received this information today and as you can 
see the YouTube video was posted yesterday, 10/25/2016. The information in these media stories 
are based on April 2016 Border Patrol interactions with various militias. At this time, DHS OIG is 
reviewing this material and making a determination as to whether to open an investigation into the 
possible improper sharing of sensitive law enforcement information by employees of the Border 
Patrol in Arizona. I am reporting this to you as I believe any compromise of sensitive Border Patrol 
operations is a potential threat to the welfare of your employees. 

I will follow up with you as soon as I am able to determine the scope of any investigation, if OIG 
opens one.

UPDATE: Border Patrol agent involved in fatal shooting ’saved partner’s life’ - 

Associated Press 

The Chief of the U.S. Border Patrol's Tucson sector says he believes the action of one of his 
agents who shot and killed a suspected illegal immigrant Wednesday morning, "saved his 
partner's life." During a media-only press briefing, Chief Rodolfo Karisch said a team of two 
agents confronted a group of illegal immigrants and were in the process of arresting them 
when one of them attacked an agent. Karisch said during the struggle the illegal immigrant 
was able to get on top of the agent and pull his weapon from his holster. That's when the 
second agent shot the illegal immigrant. The agents detained three other illegal immigrants 
in the group, according to Karisch. All three are Guatemalan nationals. The agent who was 
assaulted suffered minor injuries. The fatal shooting is being investigated by the FBI, 

Tohono O'odham Nation Police and the U.S. Customs and Border Protection. No other 
details were provided.

“Possibly one of them is a 
Minuteman or Minutewoman just waiting to document your criminal activity.”
